ALL EUROPE 
RESEMBLING 
ARMED CAMP 


Troops Line Frontiers As- 


Nearly Every Country 
Stands Ready 


LONDON, April 12—The entire 
European continent resembled an 
armed camp today as preparations 
were underway for reassembling 
of parliament to hear Prime 
Minister Chamberlain's statement 
on the British government stand 
with regard to Italy's invasion of 
Albania, 

Troops lined frontiers and offic- 
ially nearly every country declared 
itself ready “for any eventuality.” 
Great Britain's Mediterranean fleet 
remained at Malta, near the Malian 
island of Sicily and the Greek is- | 
land of Corfu. 


JOINT COMMAND 

France's Mediterranean 
steamed out of the Toulon naval 
base under secret orders and was 
believed operating under a joint 
command with the British units. 

Each of four leading powers— 
France, Italy, Russia and Spain— 
were believed to have 1,000,000 or 
more men under arms, Germany 
continued to hold in readiness the 
large forces at her disposal when 
she marched into Czecho-Slovakia 
last month, 

Italy called two entire classes to 
the colors, bringing her armed 
forces to an estimated 1,200,000.

This was in reply to Mr. Quelch 
who still insisted Canada displayed 
all the symptoms of deflation—peo- 
ple on relief, huge stocks of unsold 
goods, abandoned farms, idle mines 
and factories operating at half cap- 
acity. 

“The Canadian banking system as 
now operated through the control 
exercised by the Central Bank is 
in a more secure position than it 
has ever been before in the whole 
history of Canada,” said Mr. Dun- 
ning in reply to Mr, Landeryou 
who said the banks had not enough 
cash to meet their deposit liabilities, 
although he did not question that 
the banks had assets behind their 
deposits. 

NO GROUNDS 

Lest the statement should impair 
confidence in the banks, Mr, Dun- 
ning hastened to say there was no 
ground for the belief any bank 
could not meet al) demands from its 
depositors immediately. 

Mr. Quelch said if banks were re- 
quired to keep cash to the limit of 
100 per cent of their deposits this 
would prevent them irom inflating 
credit if the Social Credit price dis- 
count scheme were applied. 

This plan involved a discount to 
equate purchasing power to pro- 
ductive capacity. If currency in 
circulation was equal to 75 per 
cent of production the discount 
should be 25 per cent. Mf currency

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The Truth for Once 


An authoritarian paper published in 
Tokyo warns the United States it is ‘“dan- 
gerous” for that country to consider 
amending its neutrality law and taking a 
firm stand against aggression. Premier 
Mussolini's man Gayda has been telling 
Britain and France they are provoking dis- 
turbance of the peace in trying to form a 
group of anti-aggression states in Europe. 
Chancellor Hitler's personal organ says it 
is positively “immoral” to let Greece and 
Turkey into the defensive ring. 

These admonitions are of course in- 
spired. Their unanimity is conspicuous, 
If the non-aggressive states are looking 
for advice they do not have to look far. 
Any and all the spokesmen for the war- 
makers are more than willing to supply 
it, and they all supply the same brand. 
To wit, that it is “dangerous” for the in- 
tended victims to band together for mu- 
tual protection. To do so is to invite the 
wrath of the conquering ones. 

And in this particular there is no 
doubt these peddlars of deception are dis- 
closing the truth. The bullies do not like 
to see peaceful nations ganging up to re- 
sist their onslaught. They would much 
rather deal with these separately—as they 
did with China, Ethiopia, Czecho-Slovakia 
Spain and Albania. 


Thinking It Over 


The policy announced by Hon. J. G. 
Gardiner to assist in the readjustment of 
western agriculture is too comprehensive 
for snap-judgments. It has been received 
generally with reserve even on the part of 
those who were outspoken in criticism of 
the 60-cent advance price for wheat when 
this seemed to stand alone as a substitute 
for the 80-cent pegged price. The acreage 
bonus is recognized as an important 
supplementing factor. 

One official of a farm organization 
points out that, as the bonus will be pay- 
able in respect to crops of all kinds, farm- 
ers will not be tempted—as they are un- 
der the pegged price system—to stop 
growing coarse grains and concentrate on 
wheat. That is a matter of importance to 
the farmer who is exclusively engaged in 
wheat growing, as to the one who is not. 
It may in practice go a good way to make 
up to the wheat-grower the difference be- 
tween the 80-cent pegged price and the 
60-cent advance proposed. 

One thing indicated by this guarded 
reception of the scheme is a growing re- 
cognition that western farming can no 
longer be considered as synonymous with 
wheat-growing. That point conceded, the 
argument is plain that encouragement 
given to other branches of farming will 
also react to help the farmer who is so 
situated that wheat must be his main 
crop, 


Speaking of Deficits 


Official figures given out at Berlin 
show the debt of Germany was increas- 
ed $4,000,000,000 during the last year. 
That the figures are published is in itself 
significant. It is a long time since Ger- 
man taxpayers were last told precisely 
the position of the country’s finances. The 
inference is that the secrecy rule has been 
broken to show matters are not as bad 
as they were rumored to be. 

A heavy increase in a nation’s debt 
is not of itself proof that the country is 
being swamped, or its money mis-spent. 
Where the increase represents money put 
into wealth-producing enterprises it only 
means that the investment has 
been enlarged, the enterprises 


national 
and if 


prove to be self-sustaining the nation 
benefits. 
But in the case of Germany a large 


part of this $4,000,000,000 deficit can re- 
present nothing but the cost of maintain- 
ing and increasing military forces and 
using these for the intimidation and sub- 
jugation of neighboring countries. This 
investment is not productive, and it is 
doubtful if the acquisition of Czecho- 
Slovakia is any substantia! offset to the 
loss. 

A point to be noted is that Mr. Hitler 
is not an inflationist. He has consistently 
denounced a disproportionate increase in 
the money supply as a road to ruin. The 
$4,000,000,000, it is therefore to be as- 
sumed, means $4,000,000,000. 


“tHow May Peace Be Had?” 


In his Easter message to “individuals, 
peoples and rulers,” Pope Pius XII launch- 
ed 4 terrible rebuke in the form of a ques- 
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tion when he asked: “How may peace be 
had if, unfortunately, even among nations 
there frequently is lacking the mutual 
comprehension which alone may encour- 
age and impel people along luminous ways 
of civil progress, while pacts solemnly 
sanctioned and plighted word have lost 
that security and value which are inde- 
spensable bases of reciprocal confidence 
and without which ardently desired dis- 
armament, material and moral, becomes 
with each passing day lé¢ss possible of rea- 
lization”? 

Two days before, one of the “rulers” 
had struck down a small country with 
which his country was at peace, to which 
he had pledged protection, and from which 
he had nothing to fear. Even while, it 
may be hoped, Premier Mussolini listened 
to these meaningful words, his soldiers 
were shooting down Albanians without 
cause for war, without declaration of war, 
and in violation of his solemn pledges to 
the Albanians and to Great Britain. Black 
as that crime was, more completely lack- 
ing in plausible pretext than the destruc- 
tion of Czecho-Slovakia, the crime behind 
these crimes is blacker yet. 

To launch death and wounds and 
misery upon people without provocation 
is barbaric. To strangle a little country 
is dastardly. But to assassinate the mu- 
tual confidence that makes it possible for 
nations to live together in peace is 
fiendish. 

“How may peace be had” when the 
very foundation of peace is destroyed? 
What government today dare take the 
word of Mussolini or Hitler or their Jap- 
anese ally for anything? They have writ- 
ten “fraud’”’ across the face of every pact 
to which they have set their hands. That 
is their greater crime. Who can have 
confidence in deceit and believe the word 
of self-advertised pledge-breakers? There 
is no basis on which to make bargains 
with them; and without bargains made 
and kept between nations “world peace” 
can be nothing better than the armed 
suspicion it is today. 

A Madrid despatch says Franco will 
keep his army of more than 1,000,000 
men intact until the close of the year, be- 
cause to disband his forces would create 
unemployment problems as well as pro- 
voke disorder. If there is any place in the 
world where work should be plentiful it is 
in devastated Spain. If Franco has to keep 
a million men under arms there to prevent 
unemployment troubles, what would hap- 
pen in countries which have not been torn 
to pieces if their standing armies were 
dismissed and told to hunt for work?

Winnipeg's Troubles 


From the discussion of Winnipeg's financial 
problem it will be seen that the general situa- 
tion may be simply stated. In the first place, 
according to the Goldenberg Commission, 
$1,000,000 which has been going into the sinking 
fund could be diverted to the budget. In the 
second place, the responsibility falls upon the 
city of finding $750,000 for relief this year, in 
one way or another. In the third place, no 
matter how the relief money is found, the city 
ceuncil still has a deficit of $1,000,000 to over- 
come before it can balance its budget for this 
year.—Winnipeg Free Press, 


The Next Day, It Happened 


It is significant of the attitude of the Rome- 
Berlin gang that the first positive move in reply 
to Mr. Chamberlain's denunciation of Herr Hitler 
should be a rumored threat from Signor Musso- 
lini to occupy Albania, 


Albania is a poor and unproductive region 
inhabited by no more than one million people. 
Its occupation by the Italians would establish a 
strategic embarrassment, not necessarily a vital 
one. In fact, such an occupation by the Italian 
legions would be less in the nature of thrusting 
a thorn into the Allies’ side than of thrusting 
Italian fingers into the Allies’ rat trap. 

In brief, this Italian occupation of Albania, 
allegedly protected on the pretense of protecting 
Italian investments in that country, would merely 
place Indian troops in a position of great danger 
and in the remote event of a general war. 

From the dictators’ standpoint, there is a cer- 
tain nuisance value to this threat. It prolongs 
the excitement. It keeps up the martial spirit 
in Germany and Italy where no greater disaster 
could happen to the dictators than an oppor- 
tunity for their people to sit down quietly and 
think. 


But as a strategic move, this much-affirmed 
and much-denied occupation is a pretty feeble 
answer to the stand of Britain, Franch and 
Poland. 

It indicates that the tactics of the dictators 
are similar to the rule followed by careless and 
inept bridge-players which is—when in doubt 
play a deuce.—Vancouver Sun. 


Speed 


ttorney-General Wismer, quite properly 
and wisely, is throwing out feelers in advance 
of the new traffic speed laws that he will propose 
at the next session of the legislature. 

He favors an extension of the present legis- 
lation which imposes an absolute maximum of 
thirty miles an hour in all the built-up areas of 
the province, Outside those areas, on the high 
road, he would fix a maximum speed of fifty 
miles an hour by day and of forty miles an hour 
by night. 

Mr. Wismer may confidently expect a great 
deal of grumbling in certain quarters at these 
proposals, but what he ought to have is the strong 
support and co-operation of the responsible 
motoring citizenship. 

There is no doubt that his thirty-mile speed 
limit in cities, towns and villages has been suc- 
cessful towards the reduction of traffic hazards 
in British Columbia. For precisely the same 
reasons, an’ absolute speed limit on the high road 
ought to make for a better traffic safety there. 

A universal and tragic experience has shown 
that it is folly to listen to the advocates of a legal 
high speed in our modern traffic ways. Even if 
there is a faint color of plausibility for the legal 
permission of speeds faster than fifty miles an 
hour On very wide, or one-way, modern motor 
pavements, that is an argument which certainly 
does not apply on any of our exisitng highways 
in British Columbia. We have nothing like a 
road of that fancy sort anywhere within our 
boundaries. 

But it is of course highly doubtful—and it is 
admittedly so among the most responsible traffic 
authorities—whether there is any good argument 
for permitting a speed of more than fifty miles 
an hour in any motor vehicle at any time which 
travels on the high road. A short and inclusive 
name for the reason of most serious highway 
traffic accidents is just simply speed. 

The relevant and unanswered question to 
the speed advocates is, “What's your hurry, 
anyhow?”"—Vancouver Province. 


Neutrality Is Out 


Canadians of every racial stripe will be grate- 
ful to Right Hon. Ernest Lapointe, we believe, 
for dragging the question of Dominion neutrality 
out from the camouflage with which wishful 
thinking has surrounded it. He has shown that 
if Britain is engaged in war Canadian neutrality 
is impossible in fact and impracticable in theory. 
After Mr. King’s lengthy statement on foreign 
policy, the Minister of Justice has gone direct to 
the central truth that evasion of the point is 
useless. 

It has remained for the leader of French- 
Canada in the House of Commons to bring the 
discussion out of the clouds down to earth, and 
for Toronto's Imperialist Tommy Church to talk 
out the mischievous Thorson bill which aimed at 
declaring neutrality tenable. 

Mr. Lapointe’s clear stand should go far to 
dispose of the libel that French-Canadians are 
disloyal to the British Crown. If he spoke as a 
constitutional lawyer and head of the Justice 
Department and affirmed the arguments given 
the Senate last week by its counsel, he also spoke 
as a citizen who knows the people of Quebec. 
Defending the Prime Minister's statement that 
Canada would go to Britain's aid if London were 
bombed, he declared public sentiment would 
compel any government to intervene in such a 
close. “What is the use in closing our eyes to 
stern reality?” he asked, adding: “I am willing 
to go to every town in my own province and ask 
if there is one of my fellow countrymen who 
would deny the soundness of that conclusion.” 

While neutrality could be declared, think of 
the price. To be neutra!, Canada would have to 
deny the principle of British preference. It 
would have to take contro] of all communica- 
tions which might be used for war purposes, for- 
bid enlistment, the raising of money for war 
relief and making loans to belligerents. The 
Dominion would be obliged to break the con- 
tract giving British vessels use of the drydocks at 
Halifax and Esquimalt, Canadien ports would 
have to be closed to all armed vessels, including 
those of Britain, It might involve fighting British 
sailors to intern them. Moreover, if Canada were 
neutral, it would be necessary to make alliances 
for security, Where would she turn if not to 
Britain and the United States? “But if Canada 
had to rely on allies,” said the Minister, “the

work camps on the honor system for its youth- 
ful first offenders, too. Attorney-General Gor- 

don Wismer of B.C., is credited

GOOD WORK tion. In his practice he had often 

been called upon to defend 
youngsters who had got in trouble with the 
police. He felt that in most cases it was over- 
flowing energies in youth without any useful 
outlet or discipline, rather than deliberate 
criminality that had landed them in the police 
court, and that work and self-discipline were 
more likely to improve their characters than in- 
carcerating them in prisons with séasoned 
offenders. So he had his government buy a 
farm, with a large farmhome, outside the city, 
and moved the young offenders there. 

Farm instructors instead of guards are placed 
in charge. Youths are placed upon their honor 
not to run away, but to do their best to improve 
the place. It has worked with marked. success. 
Outlet is afforded for overflowing energies, their 
self-respect is bettered rather than destroyed by 
the sense of freedom. In improving the place 
they have improved their characters. Business 
men have backed up the experiment by offering 
to help the lads who deserve jt, by aiding them 
to get work on their discharge. 

Only danger I see is lest lads commit mis- 
deamors as the only way to get helped into a job. 
When work isn’t obtainable for youth, no won- 
der it gets into trouble,

A veteran Salvation Army officer, Col. J. 
Habkirk, who for twelve years worked among 
prisoners in Canada and United States—most 
of the time in Chicago jails where he met such 
notorious gangsters as John Dillinger, Baby- 
Face Nelson and others—says that most of them 

he became acquainted with 
“DILLINGER were pleasant, friendly 
HAD NO CHANCE” fellows, who had been de- 

nied a chance for useful 
work in life. Says he, “Society drove them into 
acorner. Like all human beings they turned and 
fought for self-preservation. Society expected 
the worst—and got the worst.” He is positive 
in his assertion that John Dillinger, ruthless 
killer and No. 1 bad man of United States until 
he himself was slain by police guns, would have 
been an honest man, if society had given him a 
chance in his formative years. 

The educative film, “Boy’s Town,” depicting 
the work of Father Flanagan, with whom Col. 
Habkirk had worked in juvenile reform, is a 
picture lesson in the art of making youth honest 
and self-reliant by self-discipline, self-imposed 
standards of honor and a sense of responsibility. 
And New Haven is an object-lesson in the same 
truth. 

Society has gone a long way towards reform 
from the days when they hanged youngsters for 
petty theft, but it still has a few steps more to 
take. British Columbia has pioneered a useful 
experiment; the State of Washington has fol-

Have you ever noticed that some of the 
kindest hearts beat beneath a policeman’s uni- 
form. From my own past years of experience 
as reporter on the “police” beat in large cities, 
I could fill columns with stories of kindly deeds 
performed by cops, They would far more than 
outbalance any cases of over- 
officiousness or rough treat- 
ment. Here's a current case 
from St. Louis, Mo. A police- 
man there with the typical Hibernian name of 
Louis Silverman, felt bad at the number of evic- 
tion orders sent in for the police to execute. And 
most of them came to Officer Louis Silverman. 

There were more than forty cases in which 
eviction orders were made last month, in which 
families were absolutely unable to pay rent. “I 
hold up eviction as long as possible but even- 
tually something must be done as relief agencies 
say they can no longer pay rent for families on 
relief,” he said. 

Officer Silverman decided it was up to him to 
try and do something. He took an option on an 
old disused hotel, with most of the rooms still 
furnished. To raise the necessary $2,000 he or- 
ganized a public dance. Families who are evicted 
are able to use the hotel till they get work. Mr. 
Silverman estimates he will be able to provide 
shelter for 800 persons. 

It's a safe bet the St. Louis kids don’t run 
when Officer Silverman walks the beat.

How Credit Unions 
Work 


Editor, Bulletin: I am prompted 
to write after reading your editorial 
under the heading, “Why Tolerate 
Them?”. 

The loan shark should once and 
for all be put out of business, but 
no matter what kind or how much 
legislation is passed by the various 
governments, it will not put the 
crooked moneylender out of busi- 


them. If they cannot operate legally 
then they will-do so illegally. 

The person who is in need of a 
loan, need pay no excessive interest 
rates if he or she would join the 
local Credit Union. Anyone who is 
honest and industrious can join 
their local credit union. 

They are required to save 25c per 
week, to be a shareholder, and in 
their time of need, they are allowed 
to borrow from the Union. 

The rate of interest is fixed by 
the union itself, and at the end of 
the fisca] year the biggest part of 
the interest is given back to the 
shareholders, in the form of divi- 
dends. 

Could anything be fairer? 

These Credit Unions have gone 
a long way towards making decent 
citizens of the fishermen of Nova 
Scotia. These people down there 
have learned the value of co-opera- 
tion, about ten years ago they had 
practically nothing, and were liviag 
in worse poverty than Alberta has 
ever known, taday they have saved 
over $900,000, and yet a good many 
of these people are only partly 
employed. 

The name itself will tell what a 
Credit Union is, a group of people 
formed to extend each other credit 
when it is needed, 

We have five or six Credit 
Unions in Edmonton alone, but 
there is room for one in each lo- 
cality; only when people use their 
Credit Union will the loan shark 
be put out of business. 

Hundreds of these so-called 
moneylenders have been quashed in 
the States, through the operation of 
the Credit Unions. 

Sir, like you, I ask, “Why tolerate 
them?” when these facilities are 
available to every man, woman ani 
child all over the Dominion, 

Every provincial government has 
passed legislation to enable Credit 
Unions to operate under govern- 
ment supervision. The members 
themselves elect their own officers, 
and members are allowed one vote 
only, irrespective of the number of 
shares they own, therefore there is 
no one little group controlling the 
union with the usual 51 per cent, 

The Unions themselves are non- 
political and non-sectarian. There 
are about 90,000 operating in the 
States, and hundreds in Nova Scotia 
and eastern Canada, and I believe 
we have some 15 or 16 in Alberta, 
although the movement is new in 
this province, 

Anyone interested can get all the 
information needed from the pro- 
vincial government or from the 
manager of any Credit Union which 
is functioning. 

No sir, it does not need further 
legislation to stop the activities of 
the loan shark, a little study and a 


lot of common sense on the part.

Now gently grasp inside corners 
of eyebrows with forefingers and 
thumbs, then pinch outward to 
outer tips of brows.

TEACHER GROWTH 

Dr. Bell declared that it is essen- 
tially required that there should be 
teacher development, too, to make 
the new system an assured success 
If the teacher grows, so will it 
naturally follow that there will be 
a corresponding growth in the chil- 
dren. 

“We must apply the teacher 
growth principle as we go along,” 
he said. 

“Modern education must contain 
some provision for single individ- 
ualism and single idiosyncrasies,” 
said Dr. Bell.

and fair competi- 
tion, and, too, 
every effort has 
been made to 
guarantee honest 
gambling, as far 
as it is possible. 

“We beg to re- 
mind you that no 
game of chance 
has yet been devised by man that 
cannot be tampered with, and rac- 
ing is not only no exception to this 
rule but one of the weakest in 
structure because there are so many 
sources of attack, As you know, 
there can be dirty work with the 
horse, the jockey, the stable staff, 
the trainer, the officials, end finally 
the owner. Horses, jockeys, owners, 
and trainers will be ruled off this 
track at the first suspicion of mal- 
practice. We do not do this be- 
cause of our great love for the 
horses as a noble steed, or because 
of our great love for you. We do 
this because we wish you to keep 
on patronizing our track so that we 
may continue to collect a legitimate 
profit out of your entrance fees and 
your wagers.” 


ACTION FOR MONEY 

It is not by any means neces- 
sary to go to the track to bet on 
the horses, but for me and for most 
people the excitement of winning 
or losing money is enranced by thé 
spectacle of the running ponies, It 
becomes a story, and as in the case 
of the Kentucky Derby when the 
best three-year-olds in the country 
race a mile and a quarter with 
more than a million dollars bet on 
the outcome, a good one. You may 
lose your money, but you get some- 
thing for it, a thrill, color and 


excitement, 
You may look at the pattern of 


a horserace from two points of 
view: that of the artist who sees 
color, life, and a rhythm in the 
streaming pack and the bobbing 


heads, or that of the other ninety- 
nine per cent that sees only a 
financial transaction taking place 
before their eyes, an investment 
imperiled, Josing ground, gaining, 
improving, and finally winning or 
hopelessly falling through. 


COLORFUL MOB 

I have managed to miss, in my 
years of sports-reporting, the color- 
ful characters who infest the race- 
tracks, the horsy men with the 


queer nicknames and the queer 
clothes and the strange habits, who 
follow the horses day in and day 
out, rich one week, living on the 
cuff the next, always with a fortune 
just round the corner. These are 
the professionals of the horse 
gambling business, every bit as dis- 
tinctive and individual as the old- 
time professional blackjack- and 
faro-players, with their own lan- 
guage, customs, and morals. They 
are a part of the mise en scene of 
the racetrack, as much as the red-

post, and the jockeys in their bright 
parti-colored silks. 

But I have at times been quite 
close to what is horseracing be- 
cause I am and have becn a 


hungry, greedy, covetous man 
myself, I have mingled with the 
betting crowds and felt the 


pounding of the thousands and 
thousands of pulses in my own 
wrist and throat. Herein Hes the 
turf, in these other cager, greedy 
people, all swept together by the 
common fever engendered by 
trying to obtain something for 
nothing. 

Nor are they particularly con- 
cerned with whether a race is 
honestly run so long as they are 
on the inside of the proper in- 
formation as to which horse has 
been fixed to win. This is a true 
but curious commentary upon the 
great efforts made to put up a 
front for racing and give it the 
appearance of sport for sport's 
sake, beyond reproach. Find out 
which way the big money or the 
big influence is betting and bet 
with the money and the influence 

The small fry around a track 
feels thai a tip from a celebrity 
or a visiting politician is worth 
more than all the dope-sheet and 
experts’ consensus, because he sus- 
pects that in all probability the 
celebrity has been made privy to 
some inside information that has 
been denied to the public, that the 
big shots get together and talk 
things over, that they know what 
is going to happen—which is why 
they are big shots, anyway. 

The morals of the better are 
curious and convenient, and most 
bettors are not much more honest 
than the men who rig the races. 
Were one to be approached by an 
individual! who was to say: “You 
don't remember me, but you once 
did me a great service, years back, 
and I fee! that I can repay it now 
There's going to be something doing 
in the third race. The boys have 
bran able to bag this one. Silly 
Celia can't lose. Bet your roll on 
her. She'll be fifteen to one or 
better” would we rush off to the 
stewards shouting: “Stop the third 
race, it’s been fixed"? He would 
not. Not one man out of a hun- 
get 
a bet down on Silly Celia. After 
all, he didn't fix the race, and if 
to hear about it-- 
well and good. There must have 
been Plenty of fixed races that 
took his money and about which he 
never heard anything 

The dirty work goes on as it 
always will, The ringer paints 
and substitutes the fast horse for 
the old skate he has been made 
up to resemble, The hop men 
needle their horses with a pre- 
paration ef cocaine, and run them 
hot or run them cold accerding 
to the coup planned; the fixers 
buy or bulldoze the jockeys, or 
arrange to thrust their cruel 
sponges up the nostrils of thor- 
oughbreds favored to win, or 
lame them, or see that they get 
bumped at the turns. 

And the public apparently is 
never particularly outraged at these 
swindles when they are exposed, 
nor even especially interested, be- 
yond enjoying the reading of a good
